it does not meet the requirements of 
organized labor; that representations of 
sixty divisions have contented .them- 
selves with an organization that has 
an excuse for existence that is wanted 
by the enemies of the order to use as an 
instrument of revenge and as a cat's 
paw. 


"Thenumberof members January 1, 
1888, was but little over 12,000, while 
on January 1, 1889, it had reached 14,- 
000. The insurance department shows 
a slight decrease.

The number 
of policies in force at the beginning of 
the year was 4,768. The number added 
was 323, withdrawn 415, making a de- 
crease of 93, and leaving at the end of 
the year 4,676, representing $11,690,000 
insurance.

Everything 
seçms to be on the up-grade; new build- 
ings of every class are going up in all 
directions; old manufacturing establish- 
ments are overcrowded with work and 
new ones are being erected; $100,000

including the natural 
gas 
enterprise, giving 
employment 
to a large number of persons or laborers, 
mechanics and business men of all oc- 
cupations. 
The advantage from the 
introduction of natural gas in a town can 
only be understood and appreciated by 
its actual use. It is no mere delusion— 
a speculative scheme—but a realty of 
"incomprehensible proportions" that no 
town, large or small, that can compass 
it by digging or piping can afford to be 
without it if it expects to keep up with 
the procession.

Governor Hovey^ Friday, issued hia' 
proclamation dedlating the Lkwb enacted 
by the last legislature in fall force and 
effect on and after that day. It is 
matter of public interest to know the 
force of these laws. The acts contain- 
ing eme]^;en<7 clauses went into effect 
on the date of their passage (on the gov- 
ernor's signature or when passed over 
his veto.) The others, of general inte^ 
est, are as follows: 


Appropriating $10,000 annoally to Oke 
board of agriculture. 


Making Floyd county the Fifty-second- 
and Clark the Fourth judicial circuit. 


The Drainage' law—Ditches must be 
kept free from obstructions, it being the 
township trustee's duty to see that the 
law is obeyed; the county surv^or shall 
allot to the owner of each tract of land 
the portion of the ditoh he shall keep 
free from obstruction; a majority of 
property owners naay petition forare- 
api)ortionment; the trustee may decide 
whether ditches shall be cleaned annual- 
ly or biennially, but they must be 
cleaned at least once in two years; any- 
one may appeal from the surveyor's 
allotment to the circuit court, but if his 
allotment be not reduced one-fifth he 
must pay costs of appeal; owner's of 
land shall clean the ditehes between 
Sept. 1 and Nov. 1, under penalty 
of $1 per day after November 1; if not 
cleaned by owners, the trustee may 
cause the work to be done and the own- 
er must pay the expenses with attorney's 
fees added. 


Township Bridges—On petition of 
twenty-five free-holders, county com- 
missioners shall order an election to vote 
an appropriation for bridges across 
streams, forming boundaries between 
townships or counties, and when such 
appropriations are voted the bridges

Teachers' License—Upon written ex- 
amination of applicants, county super- 
intendents may issue to teachers license 
for sixi twelve, twenty-four or thirty-six 
months; six months' license is a trial 
license, and no one receiving it shall 
there^ter be licensed unless * he shows 
himself qualified for a twelve months 
license; any possessor of a twelve 
months' license, whosf^i^.eonseaiiliv'e 
license is for thirty-six months, or who 
shall receive two consecutive licenses for 
thirty-six months each, shall receive a 
license for eight years; any person who 
has taught for six consecutive years in 
the state shools and shaJl obtain a two 
years' license shall be exempt from, ex- 
amination so long as he teaches in the 
county where he obtained the three 
years' license; if he permits one yeai to 
elapse without teaching, this exemption 
falls. 


Vinegar Adulteration—Fines of from 
$10 to $100 are imposed for those who 
sell as cider vinegar anything which is 
not pure cider vinegar. 


Eight Hour Law—Eight hours shall 
constitute a legal day's work for all 
classes of mechanics, workingmen and 
laborers, excepting those engaged in 
agricultural or domestic labor, but over- 
work for an extra, compensation by 
a^eement between employer and em- 
ploye is hereby permitted. Penalty, a 
fine of not more than $500. 


Cutting Weeds—Bailroads must cut 
down weeds along their tracks between 
July 1 and Aug. 20, or anyone feeling 
aggrieved may recover $25 from the road 
offending. 


Beligious Bodies—Synods, presby- 
teries, conferences, 
camp meetings, 
ete., may incorporate without capitfJ 
stock and shall be vested with full cor- 
porate powers. 


Meat Inspector—No fresh meat, which 
shall not have been . inspected alive 
within the county shall be offered for 
sale in any incorporated city under a 
two-hundred-dollar penialty. 


Elections-r-The Andrew's election law 
(Australian system), which has been re- 
peatedly described in these columns. 


Night Schools—In cities of 3,000 
(census 1880), school trustees shall main- 
tain night sciiools whenever twenty in- 
habitants, having 
d^dren 
betw^ 
fourteen and twenty-one years, or per- 
sons ovw twenty-one years who cannot 
attend day schools, petition for them; 
persons 
foarteffli to thirty years are 
eligible as students.

To Protect Boads—When turnpikes 
are thawing or soft not more than 2,000 
pounds shall be carried on a narrow- 
tired or 2,500 on a wide-tired wagon. 


Saloon Licenses—Cities may charge 
$240 and towns $100 liquor license. 


Gravel Boads—The county commis- 
sioners of any two counties may con- 
struct free gravel roads along county 
lines, and issue books to pay for same. 


Army Discharge—Five hundred dol- 
lars fine and three months' imprison- 
ment is prescribed for anyone who with- 
holds from an ex-soldier or his h^rs his 
discharge papers. 


Coal Screen Law—Scales at mines 
must be balanced daily; screens shall 
have, when the diamond bar is used, 
not more than one inch space between 
the bars, or when, the flat bar is used 
not more than one and one-eighth inch 
space. 


Enforcing Game Laws—Boad super- 
visors are made special constables, with 
power to arrest, to enforce the game and 
fish laws.
